Documents of the German Se- 
met Service, according to “Yed- 
jot Achronot”, reveal correspond- 
ence between the Nazi agency 
and Folkes, who allegedly agreed 
to furnish information on:

‘Madmen are searching the ar- 
chives.” 

When the charges were first 
made, Folkes threatened to sue 
“Yediot Achronot”’ for libel. How- 


ever the threat was subsequently 
withdrawn. 
A representative of the Ger- 


man News Service, Dr. Reichert, 
who lived in Jerusalem, was the 
coordinator of the Nazi spy or- 
ganization in Palestine. 
According to “Yediot Achro- 
not” it is not yet clear whether 
Folkes’ contact with the Nazis 
was directed by the Haganah or 
was his own private venture. 
The grim revelations concern- 
Ing Folkes and his fellow collab- 
orators have been a severe shock 
to the Israeli government and 
deep concern was expressed by 
government officials as to just 
how far the cancer of Nazi col- 
laboration might have spread.

With Jewish cultural life in Po-

Grajek was quoted in the Jew-

But the limited world of Emma Lazarus 
was to change abruptly one day in 1881. A 
friend took her to visit Ward's Island in 
New York Harbor where refugees from the 
Polish and Russian pogroms, ragged, be- 
wildered, and friendless, werelanding. 


From that day forward Emma Lazarus 
was a different woman. She became a fighter 
against discrimination and persecution. 
Wherever there was an audience that would 
listen to her or a paper that would publish 
her, Emma Lazarus spoke out against the 
heartless persecution of people everywhere.

Absalom got caught in was oak. 
Oak in Hebrew is “alon.” Accord- 
ing to the Hebrew text, which is, 
of course, the original version, 
the tree was an “aylah.” 

“But what’s an aylah ” I asked. 


“’LL SHOW you,” said David, 
and off he ran to the woods at 
the back of the house.

cording to this tale, the mother 
replied, “Why don’t you be like 
your father and be good tor 
nothing?” 

In a sense, the High Holy Days 
urge us to be “good for nothing.” 
Other holidays are associated 
with some event or some individ- 
ual. On Lincoln’s Birthday we 
feel the tug to be virtuous be- 
cause Lincoln was. On Purim and 
Chanukah we are inspired to be 
brave because of what Esther 
and Mattathias did for us and 
our faith. On Sukkos, Passover 
and Shavuos the majestic figure 
of the Great Liberator appears, 
almost subliminally, appealing to 
be “good for Moses.” 

BUT ON THE High Holy Days 
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we are importuned to be “good 
for nothing.” Be righteous not 
as a result of the stimulation 
of some stirring episode or per- 
sonage, but for the sake of rignt- 
eousness itself, the satisfaction 
which comes from being properly 
attuned to the divinity within us. 

Like comment of the mother 
in the story who asked the child 
to be “good for nothing,” so an- 
other lapse which once actually 
happened opens up new insights 
with regard to the meaning of 
the High Holy Days. 

In a small town a weekly news- 
paper told its readers, as all 
newspapers do these days, about 
the Holy Days. But when the

“From now on the Jews of 
Morocco will discard their tra- 
ditional headgear — by which 
they were recognizable — and 
wil] wear the same headdress 
as their Moslem fellow-coun- 
trymen.” 


It is reported that the Govern- 
ment of Morocco has issued new 
regulations concerning its Jews 
Perhaps the most surprising is 
the one which forbids them to 
use their traditional black felt 
cap and requires them to wear, 
instead, the same headgear as 
their Moslem fellow-countrymen. 

Some see in this one more 
measure to restrict public liberty; 
some a move to humiliate its 
Jews; others, on the contrary, a 
means to abolish differences be. 
tween the various elements of 
the population. The truth con- 
tains something of all three in- 
terpretations. 

Fully to understand the effects 
of the new prescription, it is 
necessary to recal] the circum- 
stances under which the Jews 
came originally to wear a special 
headdress.

to the creed of their forefathers 
and to accept the fact of their 
existence.Such an admission 
could only fan the hatred of 
proud fanatics. At the same time, 
they realized that to destroy the 
Jews would have greatly harmed 
the economy of the Empire and 
left a void in its Treasury. One 
thing they could do: they had 
to let the Jews live, but they 
could belittle them. They sought 
ways of ridiculing them and 
bringing them into contempt. 
Consequently, the Jews were 
made, by edict, to wear blue 
tunics with awkward wide and 
elongated sleeves an dcaps 
also blue — that had to cover 
all the head and ears, so that 
they looked like pack-saddles. 
But the edict was shortlived. 
Some ten years after its pro- 
mulgation, they were allowed, 
after repeated pleas, to wear the 
same clothes and turbans as the 
rest. The colour, however, had 
to be yellow throughout. After 
a while, they could sport any 
colour they chose, provided they 
added a piece of yellow material 
as a distinctive sign on the head 
or at the neck. This cloth was 
called “sikla,” and the edict in 
respect of it remained in force 
until the end of the 13th cen- 
tury, when, once more, Jews 
were Permitted to attire them- 
selves like their fellow-citizens 
in all respects. 

NO EXACT information can 
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1790 WAS A TURNING POINT 
IN SAGA OF MOROCCO JEWS 


be found as to when the Jews 
in the towns began wearing black 
clothes. Perhaps the Jews of 
Spain and Portugal who came to 
Morocco at the beginning of the 
16th century transplanted the 
fashion with them. But at the 
end of the 18th century it be. 
came an obligation. 

To commemorate his victory 
over the Spaniards at Larache 
in 1689, the famous Sultan Mou. 
lay Ismael required his subjects 
to wear only slippers of yellow 
hue. Black ones were expressly 
forbidden, except to the Jews, 
These, who usually wore black, 
mauve or brown, were not under 
compulsion to wear yellow. A 
priest, in Morocco on a mission 
for the release of Christian pris- 
oners, describes the headgear of 
the Jews at that time. He writes: 
“The cap they wear is generally 
black, with a small button at the 
top; it is different from the one 
the Morrs wear, which is red...” 
Another traveller says that the 
Jews wear a black cap and black 
pumps or mules. This colour was 
for men only, the women Prefer. 
ring bright colours such as green 
or scarlet; it is easy to see Span- 
ish influence in their choice. 


JEWS IN THE mountains 
never wore black clothers, but 
dressed in the manner of the 
Berbers among whom they lived, 
It was perhaps primarily to dis- 
tinguish themselves from these 
cor-religionists that the descend-

WHAT WAS THE SULTAN’S ATTITUDE TOWARDS THE JEWS

ants of the exiled Jews from 
Spain went on dressing differ- 
ently, or perhaps it was a sign 
of superiority. As time passed, 
theirs became identified as the 
Jewish costume. 

Around 1790 an unfortunate in- 
cident took place during an in. 
terview between the Sultan and 
the English envoy. The envoy 
was accompanied by his chan- 
cellor, a Jew, who was dressed 
in the European manner. The 
Sultan flew into a furious tem. 
per and ordered him to dress 
like the other Jews of the town. 
The Englishman defended his 
protegee. The episode, in part 
at least, was merely an excuse 
for the Sultan, who was in any 
event seeking an opPortunity to 
break off relations with England 
The larger number of the Sul- 
tan’s own ambassadores were 


Jews, many of his councillors 





were Jews, as was also his pri 











vate secretary; and these, as well 
as the Jewish merchants who 
lived in his ports, all dressed in 
European style. Even outside this 
privileged class, others were al- 
lowed, like their more powerful 
brethren, to wear European 
dress, provided they paid the Sul- 
tan suitable sums of money for 
the prerogative. 

IN THE REIGN of Moulay Ya. 
zid (1790-1792), the Jews had to 
endure the last persecution that 
was organized and government- 
ally decreed. What had been a 
mere habit of wearing black the 
Sultan now made obligatory, and, 
to emphasize that the measure 
was intended to be vexatious, he 
forbade Moslems to wear any 
garment of that colour. In win. 
ter, when the “burnous” or 
cloak was worn, a Jew might 
not cover his head with the hood; 
the black cap had to remain visi- 
ble always and the cloak be kept 
open on the right side and thrown 
back onto the left shoulder, so 





as to trammel movement: an- 
other sign of inferiority. 

MOULAY YAZID’S successors 
did not rescind his restrictions, 
they even extended them. In 
1807 when the “mellahs” or spe- 
cial Jewish quarters were formed 
in certain towns — such as Ra- 
bat or Sallee — where they had 
not previously been, the wearing 
of the Moroccan Jewish costume 
was officially enjoined. The Sul- 
tan, whose relations with the re- 
resentatives of the European 
Powers were strained, often used 
this code to underline the in- 
ferior condition of his Jewish 
subjects. especially when some 
were protected by the European 
consuls whom they served as 
vice-consuls or as consular rep- 
resentatives or staff. 

At the same time, the rich Jew- 
ish merchants and civil servants 
attached to the Palace, together 
quite numerous, escaped all limi- 
tations. On the other hand, in 
inland towns many Jews of this

relations with certain countries 
deteriorated, the Sultan did not 
approve of close cooperation of 
his Jewish subjects with any 
European State. In 1841, the 
French Government intervened 
in favour of one of its subjects 
established in Morocco, and the 
Sultan took the opportunity to 
explain lengthily, in a letter to 
France’s representative, all the 
obligations of his Jewish sub- 
jects. 

Among other things, he men- 
tioned the special costume they 
had to wear, adding that this 
applied to all Jews in Morocco, 
including travellers from Europe 
on business. This pronouncement 
by the Sultan only answered the 
purpose of certain “caids” and 
“pashas” in the provinces, who 
could now more openly oppress 
those unfortunate Jews who 
could not stand up against them. 
These gentry knew quite well 
that the many Jews in the pre- 
cincts of the Palace were not 
subjected to the restrictions, and 
were out of reach of their ex- 
actions. 

Amram Elmaleh, who came 
from Lisbon in 1830, and was 
the representative of the King- 
dom of the Sicilies in Mogador, 
wore the blue kerchief with white 
dots over his top-hat when he 
went to synagogue. The famous 
French artist Delacroix painted 
the dragoman of the French con- 
sul in Tangier, Abraham Ben- 
chimol, escorting Prince Mornay, 
the French ambassador, and clad 
in a frock-coat with frogs and 
loops, white trousers, a blue 
cloak lined with red and his head 
covered with the little black cap 
of the Moroccan Jew. 


THE BULK of the Jews in Mo- 
rocco did not consider the re- 
quirement to wear a black cap 
and black clothes as either hu- 
miliating or compulsory. Inland, 
most Jews made it a rule to 
wear black even when there was 
no coercion. They gave the cus- 


tom a new meaning: “We wear 
black in mourning for the de. 
struction of the Temple,” they 
said. They were so _ persuaded 
that this was the truth that they 
soon throught it unworthy of 
any good Jew to wear any other 
color. Up to the beginning of 
the 19th century, it was not un. 
usual to see Moroccan Jews tra. 
velling in the European capitals, 
Lisbon, Paris or London, clad 
in their traditional raiment. 
With the establishment of gq 
French Protectorate over Moroc. 
co, modern ideas spread among 
the masses and found expression 
also in new sartorial ways. Apart 
from those who had always 
dressed in the European manner, 
many Jews, enriched in a more 
stabilized economy and greater 
security, took to a more up-to. 
date way of living and equally 
of dressing. Nevertheless, there 
still remained some who, rightly 
or wrongly, could not separate 
their religious feeling from its 
external forms. For such, and 
they are more numerous than one 
would think, the 1atest decision 
of the Moroccan Gevernment is 
deemed an outrage to their con. 
victions. It is as though certain 
Jews of Central Europe were for. 
bidden to wear their fur bonnets 
or velvet hats on the Sabbath, 


IN THE UPPER and affluent 
classes, where Western modes 
have infiltrated, the Moslems 
wear European clothes, and very 
elegantly too. But to attend Mos- 
que on Friday, the men wear the 
traditional “djellaba,” the red 
“fez” or white turban and white 
or yellow “babouches” (slippers), 
Why compel the Jewish subjects 
of His Majesty the Sultan to 
change their customs? Is this to 
detach them from their brethren 
of America, France, Britain, or, 
more especially, the Israel 
towards Mecca? The Moslems 
have always taken pride in their 
tolerance; is that tolerance a 





myth or was it just indifference?

Czechoslovakian Jews See Ray of Light 


Jews behind the Iron Curtain—at least in Czechoslo- 
vekia—may still practice their religion and find some 
degree of happiness and fulfillment even though the spec- 
ter of Nazi horrors still haunt them and the Communist 
world they live in is etched mostly in shades of gray. 


So declares Brian Glanville in an article in 


“The 


Jewish Chronicle” which details a recent visit he paid to 
the Jewish community in Prague. 


He found the pre-war total of 
300,000 Jews in Czechoslovakia 
had been reduced to 18,000, of 
whom 5,000 live in the Czech 
capital, 

He visited the thousand year 


old Alt Neu Synagogue where 
a communal meal was in pro- 
gress, 


“In a silence,” he wrote, “brok-

Glanville wrote, “because the 
temporal power and influence of 
the country’s priests, have been 
formidable for centuries, Juda- 
ism represents no such threat 
and may therefore be less strin- 
gently opposed.”

Want to know what your name means? Address your questions 
to Mr. Pearlroth, National Jewish POST and OPINION, Box 
1633, Indianapolis 6, Indiana. 


DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: I am in the seventh grade Sunday 
school. Our teacher reads your column to us, Can you tell 
me the origin of REIFMAN.—SHERYL SHAPIRO, Lowell, Mass. 


RAEFMAN is a family name derived from a trade. Your 
ancestor who first took this name was probably a wine- 
dealer who advertised his trade by exhibiting a barrel hoop 
(Reifen) outside his establishment. It is 
also possible that this ancestor was a bar- 
ber who practiced medicine on the side. 
Such a_ barber-physician was known as 
Roife and it is possible that the name Raif- 
man was evolved from Roifeman. 
DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: I would be very in- 
terested to learn just how my parents came 
py the surname of PEIST. I believe my father 
came from Austria.—_ARTHUR PEIST., Attica, 
New York. 
PEIST—provided the bearer was Jewish— 
is probably an outgrowth of the family name Feist or Fast. 
There is no difference between a “P” and an “F” in written 
Hebrew. Feist is a varient of Phoebus, a Greek poetical trans- 
lation of the Hebrew name Uri or Meier (A light) Phoebus 
was the poetical name of the sun in ancient Greece, and is 
usually transliterated in Yiddish as Feivish. Austrian Jews 
took permanent family names in 1789 and your ancestor prob- 
ably took his father’s Hebrew name and made it the family 
surname,

Despite impatience and 
often lack of tact, she has con- 
tinued to build up an Opera Com- 
pany of which Israel can be 
proud. 

RABBI YEKUTIEL HALBER- 
STAMM, the Klausenberger Reb- 
be. The decision of the famous 
Chassidic leader to leave Wil- 





liamsburg, N. Y., and to settle 
near Natanya in Israel, was one 
of the most fascinating stories 
of the year. About 150 families 
have joined him in his new vill- 
age, and more will doubtless 
come. As the group grows, it 
will make its influence felt in 
Israel. 

YOSEF ALMOGI, labor leader. 
In disfavor with the powers-that- 
be, because he led the maverick 
and ill-fated strike a few years 
ago at the Ata Textile plant, Al- 
mogi this year made a great 
come-back as the director and 
master-mind of Mapai political 
strategy which brought the party 
such a sweeping and unexpected 
victory in the last elections. He 
has consequently become a figure 
of considerable importance in 
Mapai party circles. 

BAR COCHBA, Israel warrior 
leader. He lived almost two thou- 
sand years ago, but discovery of 
his letters and military com- 
mands in a Dead Sea cave cata- 
pulted his name into headlines 
in the past year. He headed the 
last of the resistance units which 
held out against the Romans.

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NEW YEAR REVERIE 


We wonder what would happen in our synagogues 
at the high holidays if instead of selling the best seats 
tu the highest bidder—the richer people in the congrega- 
tion—these seats would be offered to the persons who 
attend services regularly. 

WE’RE NOT SO concerned with the emphasis on the 
rich that this practice points up, a we are at the funda- 
mental revolution that might be wrought in our congre- 
gations if they gave preference to those who used what 
they have to offer. 

In other words, there is the kernel here of a whole 
metamorphosis of Judaism in this century. It might lead 
to rethinking of other areas where what Judaism has to 
offer has been rejected in favor of hypocrisy. 

FOR INSTANCE suppose the honors at services were 
given not to the rich, but to the persons in the congrega- 
tion who went out and helped the Puerto Ricans get settled 
and eased over their transition period into the American 
environment. 

Or the honors might be reserved for that man or wom- 
an or child who opened their homes to the needy for a 
meal or a night’s rest, and took into their family circle 
not what they would term a respectable guest, but a poor, 
dirty, neglected individual who needs this kind of affec- 
tion most. 

There are innumerable ways in which Judaism has an 
iron-clad procedure for helping one’s neighbor. If our con- 
gregations employed these as means of wiping out the dif- 
ferences between the wealthy, the not-so-wealthy and the 
poor in the Jewish community, then watch out. Judaism 
would revolutionize the American environment of today. 


JEWISH COLLEGE YOUTH 


“College years are a period of religious doubt.” 

This is a quotation from an address by Dr. William 
Haber, national chairman of the Hillel Commission of B’nai 
B'rith. 

WE DO NOT have the text of Dr. Haber’s full address 
to the annual summer conference of Hillel Rabbis, but all 
our experience, some of it with ourself as the college stu- 
dent, substantiates Dr. Haber’s conclusion. 

Yet we can assume that neither Dr. Haber nor this 
writer are pessimistic about the future of Judaism in 
America. 

In this period of “religious doubt” do the Jewish col- 
lege kids reject the high moral teachings of Judaism which 
introduced into the mainstream of western civilization 
most of its concepts of the dignity of the individual, whether 
white or black, rich or poor? 

Of course not. They don’t reject these liberal principles, 
they only do not associate them with Judaism. 

THIS IS FOR at least two reasons. One is that they 
never were taught that it was the Jews who developed 
the practice that Negro or white, neighbor or stranger, 
ail were equal and should got equal treatment. 

The other is that these young Jewish college kids, even 
if they were taught this much about Judaism, quickly 
forgot it, because they see very little practice of these 
precepts by the Jews they know. 

Yet if any religion should have a chance with the 
college-age youth, it is Judaism, for this is the time of 
their life when idealism blossoms, and the world is divided 
two ways—evil and good, with no compromises. And since 
the background of western idealism stems from Judaism, 
the young Jewish kids instead of rejecting Judaism when 
in college, should be imbibing its rich values. 

WE CAN’T EXPECT too much when the college youth 
sees our adults rejecting the ethical teachings for Judaism 
in our mad rush to acquire wealth, by what means of not 
too much importance. So we can point up Hillel’s inade- 
quacies—most Jewish college youth have very little asso- 
ciation with Hillel—only by first blaming ourselves. It is 
we who taught our youngsters by our actions that Juda- 
ism plays very little role in our lives. 

We adults can make Hillel a thriving center of Jewish 
activity on any campus, when we wish to live by Jewish 
precepts. Our religion, more than most, can fit the ideal- 
istic mood of college youth. 


REFORM ALL-DAY SCHOOL 


THOSE WHO MAY be inclined to criticize the call 
by Rabbi William H. Kramer of Los Angeles for the forma- 
tion of a Reform all-day school, ought to know that when 
the Conservative movement issued this same call there 
were the same sceptics. 

Rabbi Kramer is no opponent of the public school sys- 
tem. On the contrary he lauds it. He just doesn’t see any 
danger to the public schools by private schools under 
Jewish auspices. Every thinking Jew knows that all-day 
schools will never grow to the point where they will 
attract more than a small fraction of Jewish youngsters. 
These will come from those homes where parents seek 
to give their offspring a greater background in the rich 
values of Reform Judaism. 

A SUCCESSFUL REFORM Day school may serve, as 
has the late Rabbi Solomon Goldman’s Conservative all- 
day school in Chicago, to give the all-day school move- 
ment the status it long ago should have been accorded by 
the Jewish community and its leaders. As of now, there 
are still Jewish communities which refuse subventions to 
their local all-day schools on picayunish grounds. 

Reform needs desperately some adherents who have 
imbibed the fullness of Jewish instruction as it can be 
imparted only in a school where Jewish values are para- 
mount.

WE WISH ALL our readers a year of 
great satisfaction in all their endeavors. To 
the Jewish leaders whom over the months 
we have criticized so severely, we wish them 
godspeed in their efforts for Jewish causes, 
Much as we have challenged them, our at- 
tacks have always been tempered by the rec- 
ognition that they are volunteer workers dili- 
gently employing their talents to tasks for 
which there is little praise but much criti- 
cism, not the least of it coming from this 
paper. 

We think of someone like Dewey Stone, 
or for that. matter Nahum Goldmann, Or a 
Sam Rothberg or Morris Berinstein or a Julian 
Venezky or Abe Feinberg, and we wonder. 
What do these men who have risen to suc: 
cess in the business world need the heartache 
of the battles they have to fight in the Jew- 
ish field. 

THEY FIGHT with their colleagues—as 
for instance Ben-Gurion—they fight with their 
supporters, they fight with the Jewish com- 
munity at large. There is no end of con- 
troversies, and because these men are all 
strong characters with the will to do, and 
achieve, they alienate others who don’t want 
to move so fast, don’t want to contribute 
either of time or of sufficient money, and 
on top of it all they aggravate their families 
and themselves, 

For what? 

I recall sitting in Sam Bronfman’s office 
one afternoon about six months ago. He had 
just been named western hemisphere chairman 
of the World Jewish Congress. His close friend 
Nahum Goldmann, president of the World 
Jewish Congress had asked him to take the 
office. 


I KNEW THE office and I knew Sam 
Bronfman, and I asked him why he needed 
this job? I advised him not to accept, although 
he had already done so, and I knew he didn’t 
want my advice anyway. 

Sam Bronfman had created a unified Jew- 
ish community in Canada. This took strong 
guidance and patience. The same divisiveness 
could easily have torn the Canadian Jewish 
community apart with vicious contention as 
is true in the USS, 

Once several years ago he told me that 
he’d thought about taking on achieving the 
same unity in the U.S. Jewish community, 
but he must have learned better as he became 
acquainted with the bitter quarreling that 
marks any attempt to do something in or 
with U.S. Jewry. 

He is a doer, not a man who lives only 
on honors. 


SO SAM IS functioning as western hem- 
isphere chairman of the World Jewish Con- 
gress. Since the World Jewish Congress means 
little in the U.S., even though it has real sta- 
ture in South America, Sam can’t hope to 
make much of a dent in the U.S. Jewish com- 
munity. But when he leaves the office, you'll 
see a great deal of coordination and effective 
activity. 

So the question is why would a man who 


The United States Has 


One of the most tragic manifestations 
of our time is the host of refugees through- 
out the world who must flee from their homes 
because of the lash of persecution. 

We overlook the fact, however, that there 
are thousands of refugees in American Jewry 
today, whose flight is fortunately only sea- 
sonal in character. They leave their homes 
just before Rosh Hashonah and flee from 
their communities to hotels, boarding houses 
and other places of refuge, and do not return 
until after the High Holy Days are over. There 
are, of course, individual instances where 
health requires being away from home, but 
those cases are few and far between. 

By and large, the reasons for this head- 
long exodus are all too obvious. For a modest, 
or not-so-modest fee, they have “services,” by 
a “star cantor’ imported for the occasion, 
assisted by a “double choir” in the morning 
together with meals, golf and cards in the 
afternoon and evening. 

What matter if this flight culgarizes and 
desecrates the most solemn days of the Jew- 
ish year? Who cares if neighbors and associ- 
ates struggle during the High Holy Days to 
secure the necessary means to maintain the 
religious, cultural, educational and social life 
of the Jewish community that function 


ied 
has had a life-time of work in the Jewish 
community, accept a new job at 68. And we 
ask why Edward M. M. Warburg, or William 
Rosenwald, or Sam Daroff, or Phil Klutznick 
or Label Katz keep on working for Jewish 
causes. 


THESE MEN and the thousands in lesser 
positions are not great Jewish scholars, Nor 
are they religious leaders or even religious 
in the sense of piety. We don’t know how 
often you find them at worship services. They 
are unlike their parents in this respect. Yet 
they have inherited—and we hope, passed on 
to ‘their children—the great Jewish virtue of 
aiding the less fortunate. 

These men—like the Joe Mazers, the Mel- 
vin Dubinskys, the Irving Kanes—are a care. 
taker generation, bridging between their fa. 
thers and their grandfathers who have passed 
on and their children. 


RECOGNIZING THIS kind of devotion, 
how can this paper have the heart to chastise 
these men—often challenge them in somewhat 
brutal terms, impeding (so they say) their 
efforts, and generally making it harder for 
them all the way round. 


The answer isn’t one we want to give at 
this time. 


For this week at least, we're content to 
pay our tribute to the volunteer leadership in 
the Jewish community, and wish them and 
their families a year of achievement and hap- 
piness.
